Minutactuteret Organ Gives Warning 


—No Price Increases Except’ 
- For Good Reason ~™ 


“Industrial Canada,” the official or- 
gan of ‘the Canadian Manufacturers’ 
Association, recently -sontained a 
strong editorial on the increase of 
manufacturers’ prices, which has come_ 
in certain industries as a result of 
the war revenue customs duties. 

The editorial is in part as follows: 

If the manufacturers . of Canada 
make a general advance in the prices 
of their goods with the deliberate in- 
tention. to absory the whole of the 
recent 734% per cent, tariff increase, 
they will formulate a policy which 
will react disastrously upon them- 
selves. 

Such a courege is certain to arouse 
hostility among those consumers who 
were of the opinion that the tariff 
was too high before the increase was 
made; and it will chill the warmth 
with which the remaining consumers 
have supported the policy of protec- 
tion. 

Raisiag prices up to the new limit 
will operate directly against the 
“Made-in-Canada” campaign. The 
7% per cent. tariff increase gives the 


| Canadian manufacturer. an advantage 


over foreign competition. If he raises 
the price of his article 7% per cent. 
he immediately loses that advantage. 
Consequentiy, the “Made-in-Canada” 
article which might be sold, fs in the 
same danger of being replaced by the 
foreign article as it was in before the 
tariff increase was made. 
Creates Confidence 


Now is the time, under the shelter 
o2 slightly increased protection, to

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RDERS for munitions and 
‘equipmen* for war aggre- 
gating $206,000,000 have 
been placed in Canada by 
Great Britain and the Allied 

Powers through the medium of the 
Canadian Government and its assist- 
ance and advice to Canadian manu- 
factures, The Shell Commission creat- 
ed by the Government in the early 
stages of the war have made pos- 
sibls Canada’s participation in muni- 
tion supplies to the extent of $150,- 
000,000. Thc tremendous business 
brought to this country was never 
realized until the following state- 
meht of it in detail was issued by 
Hon. Senator Lougheed, acting Min- 
ister of Militia:

Canadians at present is res‘ricted and | 


every addition to the selling prices 
of goods makes {t more difficult for 
consumers to buy them. On the con- 
trary, lower prices will allow a greater 
volume of sales, will diminish the con- 
sumer’s hardship, will give more em- 
ployment to .orkers and will tighten 
the grip of Canadian manufacturers 
upon their home market. 

If the manufacturers will concen- 
trate upon the problem of keeping 
the prices as rearly as possible at 
the old level they will create a per- 
manent asset in the gratitude of hard- 
pressed consumers. 

Consumers, however, must not hast- 
ily conclude that there will be no in- 
crease in the prices of manufactured 
goods. While any general advance, 
aiming at the unjustifiable absorption 
of the 7% per cent. tariff increase 
cannot be too strongly opposed, it is 
absurd to argue that no prices should 
be advanced. Each article must be 
separated from any enveloping general 
policy and dealt with on its own 
merits. What are the items entering 
{nto its cest of production? Have they 
been increased? If they have, it is 
only fair that the price of the article 
should be increased. If they are not 
then the price of the article should 
etand. 

Influence of War 

There is, in some quarters, a most 
unfair attempt being made to lay on 
the recent tariff measures the entire 
blame for increased prices in spite of 
the fact that in countries where no 
tariff increases have been made, 
prices are rising. According to the 
“New York Annalist,’’ the average 
wholesale price of twenty-five food 
cominodities, representing a theoreti- 
ca family’s food budget, which was 
189 in 1918, 146 in 1914, now fluctuates 
around 164. 

Scarcity, interruption to communi- 
cations, shrinkage in production, and 
other allfes of war are sending prices 
up all over the world. War always 
increases the cost of living. It would 
be strange if Canada should escape 
the general law. We cannot have it 
doth ways. We cannot profit by war’s 
high prices for what we ha’e to sell 
and avoid war’s high prices for what 
we have to buy.

The correspondence on the subject 
has assumed large proportions and is 
of a varied character, While the 
Government has declined to make re- 
presentations on behalf of any mid- 
dleman, it has constantly maintained 
the policy of placing before the Brit- 
ish Government all possible informa- 
tion a. to the products and manufac- 
tures o* all kinds obtainable in Can- 
ada which might be utilized or re- 
quired for war purposes. The Brit- 
ish Governmen, has been repeatedly 
requested from time to time to bring 
this information to the attention of 
the Allied Governments. 

Improved Atlantic Service. 

“In February last representations 
were placed before the Admiralty as 
to the inadequacy of transportation 
facilitie.. across the Atlantic, as that 
condition prevented our producers 
and manufacturers from availing 
themselves of opportunities which 
might otherwise be open. Asa result 
of these efforts eighteen steamers 
were detailed by the..Admiralty for 
the purpose of transporting across 
the Atlantic supplies purchased in 
Canada for the British and Allied 
Governments. 

Sir George Perley, acting High 
Commissioner, has been continually 
engaged in ansisting in these matters 
and tho success which has attended 
them is in ne smal: degree owing to 
his energy and activity. That such 
eiforts on behalf of the Government 
have not been unavailing will be

Huge Russian Order. “4 


An order from. the Russian Govern- 
ment for shells obtained by private 
interests has been allotted to a con- 
siderable extent in Canada, Payments 
to Canadian manufacturers on ‘ac- 
count of this order will, it is stated, 
probably reach from seven million ta 
ten million dollars. 

There have also been obtained 
large orders for m@&king explosives, 
and large plants have been created 
for the purpose. It is anticipated 
that the shell committee will shortly 
issue a statement setting forth tha 
amount of orders placed in Canada 
for the manufacture of empty shellg 
and of fixed ammunition. 

Canada is capable of turning out 
empty shells in very large numbera 
by means of the organization which 
has been established through the ef- 
forts of the shell committee during 
the past nine months. In the mean- 
time, however, the situation in Great 
Britain has changed, and the indus- 
tries of that country are in a position 
to.turn out empty shells as rapidly, 
as they can bo converted into thea 
fixed ammunition necessary for use a 
the front. ‘ 

Nq More Empty Shells Now. ‘| 

The British Government has ad- 
vised the shel: committee that they 
want fixed ammunition instead of 
empty shells, and they do not require 
"any more empty shells at present. In 
order to clearly appreciate the situa- 
tion it is necessary to know exactly, 
of what a round of fixed ammunition 
iz composed. There are four main 
parts—the stee: shell, the brass cart- 
ridge, the brass primer, and the 
charge of cordite. The present sit- 
uation is that the factory output for 
shells in the Dominion exceeds tha 
output of brass cartridge cases or 
primers and until such time as thea 
output of the latter approximates ta 
that of the former nothing would ba 
gained by placing furchOr orders for 
empty shells, 

The output of the tactories now at 
gaged in the production of brass cars 
tridge cases-will soon be’ equal ta 
the present output of the factories 
engaged in the manufacture of emp: 
shells. 1

13th.—, The 
first official announcement of the imr 
mediate plans “of President Walson in
